SACRAMENTO (l?)—Early action on 

special appropriation bills was prom- 
ised in the legislature today as mem- 
bers of the assembly ways and means 
committee agreed to pass as many bills 
as possible to the floor before the 
lower house begins active consideration 
of Governor Frank F. Merriam’s bud- 
get. 

The governor’s desire to hold the 
budget within $446,000,000 for the next 
two-year period failed to dissuade 
lawmakers from seeking additional out- 
lets for money and there were some 
seventy-five special appropriation 
measures awaiting action by the ways 
and means committee. Many of them 
were designed to increase the budget- 
ary allowances for state institutions, 
veterans’ homes and state colleges.
